from the mouth1'of the'.tunnel iwheii-the , explosion.'oc- 
curred. 
The/explosion -was'pieceded by a low rumbUIng 


sound resembling an eartlhquake •which' made the earth 
tremble and startled the --whole camp. 


"I looked toward'Hhe mine and out of the mouth of 


the tunnel' and two air shafts came a great volume of 
smoke and dust which continued for nearly a minute. 
Out of the..two air shafts, each of! which isi seven feet 
In diameter, .timbers fully fiom two to three'feet in di- 
ameter were shot Into the airland broken -1nto>ssplinters. 
Rocks were thrown over the camp for a distance, of a 
quarter of a mile. 
In fact, it rained rock, broken tim- 


bers and all kinds of debris for fully a minute and many 
people were injured with these missiles.'

"Imnaediately after the explosion, which was for all 


the world: like a volcanic .eruption, there,was the wildest 
excitement. . .
